Both  house  of  the  Legislature  organised 
on  Tuesday.  The  Senate  elected  John  W. 
Taylor  of  Enaex,  President;  Mr.  J.  F.  Buh- 
oock  of  Middlesex,  Secretary ;  Mr.  J.  W. 
Newlin  of  Cnmberland,  CleYk,  and  B.  F. 
Wood  of  Salem,  Engrossing  Clerk.  There 
There  wo*  a  long  struggle  in  the  Senate  Re¬ 
publican  caucus  between  the  adherents  of 
ex-Senator  Trick  of  Burlington  and  those  of 
Mr.  Bidicook  for  the  Secretaryship, the  vote 
standing  7  to  7  for  nearly  two  hours.  The 
Assembly  elected  Mr.  G.  A.  Hobart  of  Pas¬ 
saic*,  Speaker  ;  Mr.  Linnickson  Chew  of 
Camden,  Clerk,  and  Col.  Applegate  of  Mon¬ 
mouth,  Engrossing  Clerk.  A  considerable 
nnmher  of  unimportant  bills  was  introduced 
in  both  Honaen.  In  the  Assembly  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed  requesting  the  Speaker  to 
appoint  taro  new  committees — one  for  a  re¬ 
vision  of  the  laws,  and  one  on  railway**  and 
canals.  - 

A  notable  feature  of  the  Democratic  cau¬ 
cus  was  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  repeal  of  the  General  Railroad  law 
of  last  winter. 

After  the  appointment  of  the  committees 
of  both  honses,  the  Legislator*!  adjourned 
over  until  Mondav  next.
